the  Islands  of  the  Bleet. 

Many  of  us  know  the  sad  ending  of 
such  seemingly  happy  matciiea,  and 
the  thoughtful  olmener  can  but  won 
der  why  they  are  permitted  by  those 
who  should  l»e  the  first  to  guard  the 
sons  an- 1  daughters  whom  they  love, 
against  such  a  rash  step,  no  matter 
what  the  temptation  may  be.  This 
fact  was  deeply  impressed  upon  me 
some  years  ago  by  two  w»-«k lings  which 
I  witnessed  one  bright  May  morning. 
Both  were  fashionable,  {jay  and  splen- 
«lid,  the  brides  young  and  lovely,  the 
grooms  handsome  men,  one  just  of 
age,  the  other  evidently  still  sowing 
his  wild  oats,  and  this  wedding  was 
but  another  handful  gaily  planted  to 
bring  a  bitter  harvest.  Troop*  of 
friends  surrounded  the  happy  pairs, 
nud  all  that  money,  taste,  sunshine  and 
good  will  could  do  to  give  grace  and 
beauty  to  the  scene. 

I  did  not  know  either  pair,  and  as 
we  went  along  the  street  gay  with  the 
brilliant  bustle  of  the  departing  crowd, 

I  said  to  the  friend  who  had  invited 
me  to  enjoy  the  *i>ectacle  always  at 
tractive  t* '-flrWfWfian : 

“  ‘Happy  the  bride  the  sun  shines 
on’  secinsNiingularly  appropriate  to¬ 
day,  for  these  young  people  appear  to 
have  all  that  is  supposed  to  l»e  needed 
for  a  prosperous  start  on  the  journey 
of  fife." 

“I  don’t  want  to  croak,  like  a  bird 
of  evil  othen,  but  I  predict  that  neither 
of  these  marriages  will  turn  out  well,’ 
answered  my  friend,  with  a  sigh. 

“Why  not?”  I  asked,  curiously,  as  I 
watched  a  carriage  load  of  brides¬ 
maids  drive  by  looking  like  a  nosegay 
of  snowdrop*  in  their  dainty  white 
costumes. 

“In  one  case  they  are  too  young. 
Twenty -one  and  eighteen,  and  have 
known  each  other  but  six  months. 
What  can  such  children  guess  of  the 
life  1  afore  them,  aud  how  fit  are  they 
for  the  responsibilities  they  have .blind¬ 
ly  assumed?  They  are  not  suited  to 
one  another  and  will  find  it  out  too 
late  I  fear.  The  older  pair  are  in  a 
still  sadder  strait,  for  that  innocent 
girl  is  sacrificed  to  gratify  the  ambi¬ 
tion  of  her  parents  and  to  calm  the 
anxiety  of  his,  by  trying  to  save  him 
from  destruction.  He  has  letl  a  wild 
life  since  he  was  a  boy,  and  must  tie 
settled  Kfore  it  is  too  late,  and  so  this 

bril>e  trf  virtue,  and  goes  to  her  doom 
like  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter,  while  the 
world  looks  on  without  open  protest, 
friends  congratulate,  and  the  priest 
blesses  this  wicked  sacrilege.

Another  and  happier  pair  whose 
story  I  love  to  tell,  for  years  of  heauti 
ful  wedded  life  points  the  moral  and 
proves  it  true,  waited  two  years  to 
know  one  another  thoroughly,  and  to 
lx;  ready  in  all  ways  for  the  union 
which  binds  for  better  or  worse,  in 
this  world  and  ’perhaps  in  the  world 
to  outlie.  Then  they  married  on  an 
income. of  $600,  and,  contenting  them 
selves  with  two  pleasant  rooms,  lived 
like  a  pair  of  turtle  doves;  or  better 
still,  a  busy,  loving  man  and  wife,  each 
doing  his  or  her  part  toward  increas 
ing  the  income,  glad  to  work  up  hand 
in  hand,  growing  nearer  and  dearer 
as  they  l>ore  their  sorrows  and  earned 
their  successes  together.  Through  the 
week  they  could  see  but  little^  of  one 
another,  the  husband  being  in  bis  of 
fiee,  the  w  ife  absorbed  in  lier  babies, 
for  she  took  entire  care  of  them  her¬ 
self,  an«l  hired  other  work  which  could 
better  bear  neglect  or  delay.  But 
Sunday  was  a  family  festival,  in  the 
good  old  fashioned  way,  to  thank  God 
for  his  many  mercies,  chief  among 
them  the  blessings  of  home  and  love, 
they  read  studied  or  walked  with  the 
little  ones,  resting  and  refreshing 
weary  souls  and  btslies  with  the  sweet 
cordial  of  fresh  air  aud  domestic  peace, 
so  preparing  to  face  the  week’s  work 
with  new  courage  and  good  cheer. 

A  rich,  childless  friend,  who  bail 
married  for  money  and  found  misery, 
asked  this  richer  woman  what  kept 
her  always  so  serene,  contented  afcul 
happy  in  spite  of  her  poverty  and 
many  cares.  With  a  smile  and  a  glance 
about  the  humble  room  where  the  rosy 
babies  played,  she  answered  briefly: 

“Plenty  of  love  and  work,  sunshine 
and  little  children.” 

It  was  a  whole  sermon  in  a  sen 
teuce,  and  told  the  secret  of  a  happy 
home  most  eloquently.
